“At the same time Slansky has 
resigned his membership in the 
National Assembly. 

“In the course of recent inves- 
tigations into activities of sub- 
versive groups, previously un- 
known facts have come to light 
which convict Slansky of activi- 
ties against the state. As a result 
he has. been placed in custody.” 

Previously Lost Party Job. 

Last September Slansky was 
removed from his job as secre- 
tary general of the Czechoslovak 
Communist party in a move tied 
by Western observers to Moscow 
orders to the Czech Communists 
to tighten their' ranks against in- 
roads of “Titoism.” 

The Czech government shakeup 
was believed to have been linked 
with growing unrest at the rising 
demands of the ruling Commu- 
nists for greater production to 
feed the Soviet war machine. The 
demands on Czech economy cre- 
ated critical shortages and passive 
resistance among some of the 
workers. 

Oatis Case Possible Factor. 

An underground source report- 
ed from Czechoslovakia last 
month that Slansky’s ouster from 
the party’s secretary governorship 
came because the Oatis case had 
backfired. The. Czech Commu- 
nists imprisoned and convicted 
Associated Press correspondent 
William N. Oatis as a “spy,” sen- 
tencing him to 10 years. The trial 
was denounced throughout the 
non-Communist world.

Some Details of Army. 

Qualified sources said Schuman 
told the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization Council the plan is 
for divisions or groups of 13,000 
men each, with national groups 
dovetailed at the corps level. A 
corps would be four or five divi- 
sions. 

The corps would rely on Euro- 
pean maintenance and supply, to 
insure that no one country would 
have enough strength to use its 
force without consent of the part- 
ners. A European high commis- 
sioner for defense, responsible to a 
council of ministers and a Euro- 
pean assembly, would supervise 
the army and a court of justice 
would resolve conflicts. Some 
differences remain to be settled 
on the powers of these agencies. 

Schuman said general agree- 
ment has been reached on a com- 
mon budget to finance the Euro- 
pean army, with details of -na- 
tional contributions to be worked 
out. 

Two Resolutions Submitted. 

The Western Big Three foreign 
and defense ministers went into 
private session again today. Dur- 
ing the full session of. the Coun- 
cil, meanwhile, the United States 
and the Benelux countries pre- 
sented separate resolutions for 
speeding up establishment of the 
European army. A NATO spokes- 
man said a previous announce- 
ment that Belgium alone present- 
ed the Benelux resolution was in 
error. 

Both were quickly referred to 
the NATO deputies, who will try 
to. combine them into one plan 
to put before the Council tomor- 
row.

Slansky Once Powerful. 

Slansky has been a Communist 
leader for 20 years. He fled to 
Moscow when World War Il 
started and returned to Czecho- 
slovakia in 1944 as a member of 
the Partisan Army’s general staff, 
and his power was enhanced. 
Later he was to use it to get rid 
of the Communists who had re- 
mained in Czechoslovakia 
throughout the Nazi occupation, 
or who had fled to London and 
established contacts with West- 


rners. 

In 1945 Slansky took over the 
secretary generalship, which had 
been held by Gottwald. It was 
he who went to the founding 
meeting of the Cominform—the 
Communist International Infor- 
mation Bureau—in Poland. After 
the Communist coup of February 
1948, seizing power in Czecho- 
slovakia, Slansky appeared to be 
the boss. 

The Czech Communists have 
been fearful of “nationalist -devi- 
ation” in their ranks—independ- 
ence of Moscow. Vladimir Cle- 
mentis, former foreign minister, 
was imprisoned last February, 
along with other high-ranking 
Communists, and the party rolls 
were sharply reduced. Some 300,- 
000 were cut off the party mem- 
bership list as unreliable, and 
there were waves of arrests..Cle- 
mentis has been in jail for months 
but as yet there has been no trial. 
Slansky was a leader in the action 
against Clementis, a friend of 
Gottwald’s.

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A MIGS SHOT DOWN 
IN KOREA BATTLE 


Air Fighting Flares Up in 
Northwest — Ground 
Activity Slowed Almost 
to Standstill.

SEOUL, Korea, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
Four Communist MIG-15 jets and 
a United States F-80 Shooting 
Star were shot down in two bat- 
tles today in a fierce flareup of 
the air war over western 
Korea. 


Ground fighting slowed almost 
to°a standstill as truce negotia- 
tors agreed on a provisional 
cease-fire line across the Korean 
peninsula and plunged into work 
on the next item on the afmis- 
tice. agenda — supervision of a 
truce. 

The provisional line will be- 
come the cease-fire mark if nego- 
tiators agree in 30 days—by Dec. 
27—on terms of a full armistice. 

Sides are free to keep up the 
ground, air and sea fighting dur- 
ing the 30-day period. 

It was considered a certainty 
that air and sea warfare would go 
on unabated. A lull was expected 
in ground action on the theory it 
would be wasteful of men and 
materials to take new ground and 
have -to give it up almost imme- 
— in the event of an arinis- 

ce. 

The American Shooting Star 
was knocked down in the first 
battle Tuesday — a skirmish “be- 
tween 16 MIGs and four of the 
slower Shooting Stars. The Fifth 
Air Force said the pilot was 
killed. One MIG was damaged 
in that battle. 

The four MIG kills came in the 
day’s second fight, a clash be- 
tween 19 United States Sabre 
jets and 18 MIGs. One MIG was 
damaged. 
It was one of the rare battles 
in which the American jets met 
e Reds on even or better terms. 
Air Force said all Sabres 
returned safe. 
A World War II veteran from 
Louisiana became America’s 
fourth jet ace in this battle. 
' He is Maj. Richard D. Creigh- 
ton, of Baton Rouge, a Sabre pilot 
of the Fourth Fighter Interceptor 
Wing. 
Creighton knocked down one of 
the four MIGs for his fifth kill of 
the Korean fighting. He scored

Dutch Firm: to Run Mine. 

Rehabilitation of the mine is 
being carried forward by the 
Billiton Co, of New York, a sub- 
sidiary of a Dutch firm which is 
to operate it when it is ready 
for production. Nicaro, a high 
cost producer of critically needed 
nickel, was opened during World 
War II, and closed after that war. 

What Small, chairman of the 
Munitions Board, ‘wrote to John- 
son was: 

“Knowing of your continuing 


tion of the Nicaro nickel plant in 
Cuba will be implemented. 

“An airlift between Norfolk, 
Va., and a Navy installation in 
the immediate vicinity of the Ni- 
caro plant will go into operation 
immediately to transport mate- 
rials for the construction of this 
facility, thus greatly reducing the 
time element involved in the 3 
to 5 weeks required for coastwise 
shipping. 

Helicopter to Aid in Surveys. 

“In addition, we have arranged 
to make avaiiable at the plant a 
Navy helicopter to conduct a 
quick and thorough geological 
survey Of the mineral deposits in 
this area. 

“I deem both these acter vi- 
tally necessary to bring this plant 
into production at the earliest 
possible time.” 

Johnson expressed the hope 
that reactivation of the Nicaro 
plant would not only increase 
stock of the yitally needed nick- 
e], but would also “at least put 
a dent in the world wide monop- 
oly” of the International Nickel 
Co. of Canada, Ltd. 

The Nicaro plant cost the Gov- 


fernment about $32,000,000. It has 


a designed capacity of about 16,- 
000 short tons of nickel a year 
and was described by Johnson as 
one of the largest nickel mines 


in the world. 


FUGITIVE CONVICT

Heated Air Is Radioactive. 

Heated air cannot be used 
directly as it might carry radio- 
active particles, so first it passes 
through filters and a gadget called 
a heat exchanger. The heat ex- 
changer is like the automobile 
radiator in reverse—instead: of 
cold air cooling hot water as in a 
radiator, the hot air from the 
atomic pile warms the cold water 
which passes through the heat 
exchanger. 


From this heat exchanger the 
hot water is pumped around a 
closed circuit of piping and 
through another gadget called a 
calorifier which, in effect, is 
another heat exchanger. It passes 
heat from the first hot water cir- 
cuit to a secondary arrangement 
of pipes feeding radiators and 
wash basins. Hot water at this 
point is free from radioactivity. 


Meantime, hot air from the 
atomic pile originally used to heat 
the water has been passed through 
additional filters and discharged 
up a 200-foot chimney.

Ickes listened, turned them 
down. He reminded Patterson and 
Harriman that under the Bonne- 
ville Dam Act no power was to 
be used to increase monopoly, and 
that Alcoa. enjoyed an aluminum 
monopoly.

Dead Cities of rab Refugees : 
Circle Israel With Ring of Hate 


Talk of Real Peace and Co-Operation Dan- 
gerous—Some Means of Livelihood for: 
Those in Camps Must Be Found. 


Having traveled through Trans- 
jordan and Syria to this Arab 
state of Iraq, this reporter is 
convinced that Israel isa pro- 
found and universal obsession 
with all Arabs, and that this ob- 
session is the central political 
factor throughout the Arab world. 

Because this is so, it is worth- 
while for Americans to try to 
understand what the obsession is 
all about. The best way to do 
this is not to listen to the wild 
overstatements of Arab politicians 
(who are genuinely insulted if 
reminded that they. after ail. 
started the war with Israel). 


Best to Visit Dead City. 

The best way is to go through 
the Mandelbaum Gate in Jeru- 
salem, the eye of the needle 
through which all those who 
would leave Israel by land must 
pass, and then to drive down the 
steep naked hills of Trapsjordan 
to the head of the Dead Sea, for 
here, near the ancient, bedraggled 
village of Jericho, you will find 
a sort of impromptu city, a city 
without meaning. a dead city. 

Here, four years ago, one of 
the camps for the Arab refugees 
of the Arab-Israeli war was 
established. This camp contains 
some 35,000 of the 872,000 Arabs 
who (except for those born since 
the war) once lived in the towns 
or worked on the land now held 
by the Israelis. 

Although some of the tents 
which once sheltered the refu- 
gees are still to be seen, this does 
not look like a temporary camp 
any more. With the passage of 
four years, the Arabs have mod- 
eled clay huts for themselves, 
ing scarce water to make mud 
out of the dry, dead soil. These 
huts, stretching planlessly mile 
upon mile, make this place a city 
of sorts rather than a camp. But 
it is an extraordinary city, with- 
out shops, without business, with- 
out reason for existence.

Restoring the Senate’s Dignity 
» Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
As I look back more than 40 years, I 
Tecall the scandal of the election of 
‘s William Lorimer for United States Sen-

investigation leading to his disqualifica- 
=.tion and retirement to private life. 
The scandal grew out of an inquiry 
s4nto a $100,000 fund for Lorimer. This

-Nicholas hotel that was used as the pay 
étation for the legislators who took part 
:in the election of Lorimer in those days 
before Senators were elected directly 
by the people. 
_ The spending of $100,000 for the elec- 
tion of Lorimer was a national scandal, 


Problem of the Senate 


No matter how wisely the two presidential 
conventions choose the 1952 nominees for the 
White House—and no matter how soundly the 
voters make their selection between the two 
candidates next November—the problem of the 
Senate will remain. It is a two-fold problem 
and it is important that its nature be understood 
as early as possible by the péople. 

Under the Constitution one third of the Sen- 
ate seats, plus any vacancies, are filled every 
two years. This means that 32 terms will ex- 
pire, along with that of Senator Underwood of 
Kentucky, appointed to the vacancy created by 
the death of Senator Chapman. 


This constitutional requirement of voting on 
one third of the Senate has produced strange re- 
sults at times in the past. It could give the 
country a frustrating, even dangerous condition 
in 1953. . 

The 1950 congressional election gave us a Sen- 
ate consisting of 49 Democrats and 47 Republi- 
cans. Only the election of Senator Hennings of 
Missouri in the place of the Republican Forrest 
Donnell prevented a tie in the membership at the 
outset of the session. This close division was 
widened to 50 to 46 through the appointment of 
Democrat Blair Moody in Michigan to succeed 
the late Arthur H. Vandenberg. 


Thus it is a very narrowly divided Senate 
which will go before the voters next year. If 
the presidential election is close presumably 
the battle for control of the Senate will be 
close, too. 

But the Senate seats at stake will consist of 
14 held by Democrats to 19 held by Republicans. 
To retain their present control of the Senate the 
Democrats, regardless of who wins the presi- 
dency, will need to win fewer seats than the 
Republicans. 

Or to put it from the G.O.P. point of view, if 
they are to control the Senate, the Republicans 
will need to hold their 19 seats and win several 
of the 14 held by the Democrats. 

But the situation will favor the Democrats 
even more than this 19-to-14 division among the 
seats at stake indicates. For 12 of the Demo- 
cratic seats aré in states either Southern or now 
represented by two Democratic Senators.- These

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Diverting a Switch 

Mayor Darst and State Representative Paxton 
H. Ackerman have proved they are masters of 
the logical form popularly known as the quick 
switch, a method so old that it should fool 
nobody. 

Take the letter Mr. Ackerman wrote to Mr. 
Darst. The Mayor had been generating heat 
under the Republican legislator for failing to 
support the city’s earnings tax bill. Apparently 
Mr. Ackerman thought it was high time for a 
diversion.

For a Look at the Sales Tax 


Estimates of the State Department of Rev- 
enue indicate that the 1951 sales'tax collections 
will run as high as $83,000,000. That would be 
$13,000,000 higher than expected and almost 


_ $6,000,000 more than was collected last year. 


So this is a good time for another look at the 
levy. Today it actually is bringing in more 
money than Missouri needs. That, however, is 
no embarrassment to politicians—as was dem- 
onstrated by the Legislature’s extra handout 
to the school lobby and by Gov. Forrest Smith’s 
vote-breeding tax cut proposal. 


Yet the sales tax is undesirable insofar as it © 


falls heavily on those least able to pay. ‘To urge 
its abolition now would be unrealistic. No State 
Administration and no Legislature is goitg to 
give up such an easy source of money. But 
there is a possibility that the sales tax rate 
might be reduced, or that part of its proceeds 
be earmarked for definite areas of need.

The waters of discontent are beginning 
to move closer and closer to the doors of 
Abdin Palace in Cairo. King Farouk is 
shrewd enough to recognize the omens, 
but he is neither astute nor courageous 
enough to change his own role. 

He relies on his right to rule by dicta- 
torial fiat, on the traditional Arab hu- 
mility and obeisance before royalty, and 
on his ability to find strong-armed part- 
ners to help keep him in power. But one 
thing that must grieve him at this 
critical hour is the ; 
hard, cold, and stark- 
ly realistic fact that a 
he can no longer - 
rely on his army.

Early in 1951 an episode even more 
shameful than this took place. Five mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of military equipment 
had been either sold at a handsome profit 
to outside interests (some say to Israel) 
and the money pocketed by a few indi- 
viduals, or that same sum had been 
dissipated in the purchase of outmoded 
and inferior equipment that gave fat com- 
missions to the very same individuals. 


Third of the Army 


As the story grew in the imaginative 
minds of the Egyptians, several top-rank- 
ing officers of the armed services were 
removed from their positions. But within 
a few months these same officers were re- 
instated, at the king’s insistence. 


This, then, is the army on which the 
present Egyptian Government bases its 
refusal to join the Middle East Defense 
Organization proposed by fhe United 
States, Britain, France, and Turkey. This 
is the army which Egypt claims can de- 
fend the Suez Canal against outside ag- 
gression and on which the Government is 
today lavishing an immense 30 per cent 
of its national budget. 


The sad ‘realities of the situation in 
Egypt have, rightly, caused much scurry- 
ing about in the Pentagon and the State 
Department to find some way of gettin; 
around an outright abrogation by Egypt 
of its international obligations under the 
Anglo-Egyptian treaty of 1936. 


A vacuum could not be left in Egypt. 
American planning, caught off base, has 
been forced once again to make use of 
expediency, the line of patchwork and 
makeshift treaties rather than the well- 
founded and sense-making alliances that 
characterize NATO. 


King Farouk 


Promises, Nothing More 


The kind of business that can be done 
with Egypt js best reflected in its admin- 
istration. The Wafd, the party in power, 
led by Prime Minister Mustafa el-Nahas 
Pasha, has even less to offer in the way of: 
constructive co-operation with the great 
powers. 

The present Government came into 
power in 1950 and promptly tied to the 
tail of the outgoing cabinet the tin can of 
defeat in Israel. It promised Egypt’s 20,- 
000,000 citizens, wallowing in the lowli- 
est of physical squalor, more freedom, 
higher wages, and new housing units. 

In the twenty months it has been in the 
driver’s seat the Wafd has done little or 
nothing to raise the masses from economic 


The leader of the Wafd is not the Prime 
Minister but the razor-sharp and shrewd 
Minister of Interior, Faud Serag el-Din,

he has managed to ingratiate himself with 
the king. 

Mere political power, however, is not 
enough for Serag el-Din. He has lined his 
own pockets and those of his family (four 
of his brothers have become millionaires) 
and has thrown many favors to the Prime 
Minister and his wife. Madame Nahas has 
become a leading landowner. 

It should be pointed out, however, that 
not all Egyptian administrations have’ 
been as corrupt as this one. During the 
premiership of the late Nokrashy Pasha, 
an enlightened cabinet instituted a series 
of reforms designed to give the masses 
low-cost housing, better education, and 
broader social services. 

It was Nokrashy Pasha’s thesis that 
within a generation under a benevolent 
administration, Egypt could do away com- 
pletely with the great differences between 
the rich and the poor, offer many ad- 
vancements to a growing middle class, and 
bring an honest civil service to the coun- 
try. Nokrashy was assassinated three years 
ago in a rising tide of religious fanaticism. 


One Outspoken Minister 


Even in Nahas Pasha’s present cabinet 
there are men who find it intolerable that 
such conditions of poverty exist in Egypt 
in the twentieth century. Dr. Ahmed Hus- 
sein, Ministef of Social Affairs, proposed 
in a recent cabinet meeting the promulga- 
tion of a law that would guarantee work- 
ers a minimum wage of $20 a month. Dr. 
Hussein’s colleagues immediately accused 
him of being a Communist. 

One cabinet member revealed that he 
had employes in his ministry who received 
about $5.50 a month. “How can I give a 
worker six pounds a month when my own 
people only receive two pounds?” Hus- 
sein’s reply was terse: “Close your min- 
istry. How can government employes live 
on such a salary? They must resort to 
bribery and robbery.” 

The corruption in the army and in the 
Government meant in the end only one 
thing. The palace and the cabinet would 
have to allow the people some way of let- 
ting off steam, to distract them from too 
close a scrutiny of what was actually being 
done with their resources. 

With Iran as an example, the Govern- 
ment unleashed the forces of nationalism 
and religious fanaticism and began a move- 
ment whose end result is yet to be gauged. 
The poor, embittered and unhappy peas- 
ants and workers were exhorted to dem- 
onstrate against the foreigners. 


Tides Beyond Control 


In a well-timed if simulated attitude of 
indignation Prime Minister Nahas Pasha 
went to Parliament to call upon its mem- 
bers to heed the voice of the people and 
abrogate the treaty with Britain. 

What is obviously not apparent to the 
Wafdists is that this release of pentup na- 


tionalism, so necessary to maintain them | 


in power and give the king his popular 
appeal, may engulf even them in the end. 


This highly explosive atmosphere, an at- 


‘mosphere in which even the most conser- 


vative elements in Egypt find it impera- 
tive to flout the combined requests of the 
great ‘powers of the West, may well blast 
the Wafdists out of their high seats and 
bring into power a pseudo-nationalist Gov- 
ernment with which the West would find 
it almost impossible to do business. 
Unilateral abrogation of the 1936 treaty . 
by Egypt at this moment must be consid- 
ered a tragic and fateful concession to 
those elements within the Egyptian com-

TRACY'S TIGER, by William Saroyan. (Doubleday, 
143 pgs., $2.50.)

But only the policemen who 
have faith see the tiger, and when this 
happens time stands still for four hours 
in New York, a description of which is 
better saved for a reading of the book. 


“Tracy’s Tiger” is a fantastic tale that 
follows many winding ways with no path 
leading to a solution or a resolution. Mr. 
Saroyan suggests that his story is related 
to William Blake’s metaphysical poem 
“The Tiger.” But he also tells us that 
Tracy's tiger represents “love,” which 
not what Blake had in mind. Blake’s | 
was a demon of “fearful symmetry.” 

Perhaps Mr. Saroyan’s book is not meant 
to be anything other than humor and fan- 
tasy and entertainment. As such it is 
rewarding. Apparently he tried for much 
more than that. But what the reader gets 
by way of measuring are conclusions the 
author has reached before: love is good, 


. Sympathy is good, and so are most people. 


Henry Koerner’s pen-and-ink sketches 
which illustrate “Tracy's Tiger” should not 
go unmentioned. They are the most sensi- 
tive book illustrations this reviewer has 
seen during the past two or three years.

For them the tata 
disintegration of the new world 
organization into two quarreling 
camps is a cause for something 
close to despair. The utmost lim- 
it of their hope today is that in 
some now unforeseen fashion the 
quarrel of words can be prevented 
from becoming a quarrel of guns 
and atom bombs. 

The - American disarmament 
plan, ably presented by Secre- 
tary of State Acheson, has served 
for the moment at least to put 
the Russians on the spot and to 
give the tactical. initiative to the 
West. But it will soon be pushed 
into the background, with Korea 
taking top place at this Assembly 
session. 

Yet, despite the disillusion, you 
find no one ready to abandon the 
U.N. For the delegates it con- 
’ tinues to be a liferaft to which 
they cling. It is perilous, threat- 
ening to break up altogether. 

But all around is the cold, cruel 
lonely sea. There is no other 
haven in sight. And so they hang 
on to this insubstantial bit of 
flotsam for dear life. 


The U.N. as a Cockpit. 


At first glance, the margin be- 
tween hope and despair appears 
to be narrow. The votes taken 
thus far show that if it were not 
for the Soviet’ Union and _ its 
satellites, a wide area of har- 
mony would exist. The Iron Cur- 
tain countries are almost alone, 
if one ignores two or three timid 
abstainers. 

But so long as the framework 
of the U.N. remains unchanged, 
with the veto in the center of it, 
this numerical margin is an in- 
surmountable obstacle. The U.N. 
will continue to be a cockpit, the 
only variation being the degree of 
intensity of the fighting.

The Egyptians are deeply re- 
sentful on another score — the 
failure of the U.N. to consider 
the Egyptian claims on the Sudan 
and the Suez Canal. 

Alongside the restiveness of the 


growing neutralism of some na- 
tions, with India as a conspicuous 
example. They are more and 
more anxious to pull away from 
a quarrel that threatens to engulf 
everyone. 

As is so frequently pointed out, 
specialized agencies of the U.N 
are doing valuable work in many 
fields. The World Health Organ- 
ization, Food and Agriculture, 
the International: Labor Office 
and others are doing work which 
would probably not be done at 
all if it were not for the ex- 
istence of a world organization. 
But precisely the same thing 
was said in behalf of the League 
of Nations at the very time when 
its decay and impotence had be- 
come most phkinfully obvious in 
restraining the big powers in 
their scramble for position and 
pelf. Here is a deddly parallel, 
and to ignore it is to risk lapsing 
into dangerous self-deception. 


He Wants a Raft. 


The U.N.’s great functional 
buildings are going up on New 
York’s East river. In the same 
way the marble palaces of the 
League went up on the shores 
of the lake at Geneva in Switzer- 
land. 

This is not meant to be a cal- 
culatedly gloomy forecast of doom 
for the United Nations. It is a 
report on what appear to be the 
realities here at this moment. To 
look around those gealities is to 
invite the final dissolution of 
the only organization to which 
most nations give at least lip 
service. 

To one observer, the necessity 
to repair the liferaft of the U.N. 
seems at this moment extremely 
urgent. How that can be done, 
short of eliminating the Commu- 
nist obstructors, it is hard to see.

DISCUSSES U.S MUS 


Regards Development as 
Amazing as in Industry—Ed-

America’s musical development 
during the first half of the Twen- 
tieth Century and its contribu- 
tions to the world of music have 
been as “intrinsically amazing” as 
any of the nation’s gigantic 
strides in industrial and techno- 
logical progress, Howard Hanson, 
director of the Eastman School of 
Music, Rochester, N. Y., said here 
last night. 

Hanson, widely known as a 
champion of younger American 
composers and of new trends in 
music education, spoke at the an- 
nuaF meeting of the St. Louis 
alumni chapter of the Eastman 
School. The meeting was at Font- 


Bend * boulevards, Clayton. 
America has taken an t 
place in nearly every field of 
modern music, and its stature to- 
day in musical education, the de- 
velopment of symphony orches- 
tras and in musical composition 
can be compared favorably with 
on of any other nation, Hanson 
said. 

“The time definitely is past 
when a student need cross the 
ocean for technical training in 
music,” he asserted. “Today 
music education in the United 
States is a model for the entire 
world. 

The number of symphony or- 
chestras in America today is three 
times that of 25 years ago, Han- 
- said. Furthermore, most of 
the instrumentalists are American- 
trained. Their technique com- 
binés the disciplines of foreign 
schools with purely American or- 
chestral techniques, he added. 
“In the field of composition, 
the United States has made simi- 


“It is not at all fantastic to con- 
clude that the most important 
creative work in musical compo- 
sition today is being done in the 
United States and Russia. This is 
a remarkable contrast to the first 
decades of the century.” 

Hanson urged that musicians 
devote themselves to their work 
with a “Christian philosophy” 
which emphasizes “the obligations 
of man, and not so much the 
rights and duties of man.” Too 
many artists, he said, are more 
interested in flaunting their own 
individualism than in letting their 
music stand on its own purity and 
“spiritual profundity.” 

True artistry, he contended, de- 
mands the “abandonment by ar- 
tist and composer alike of that 
exhibitionism which glorifies his 
little ego above the art itself and 
above ‘the purpose which the art 
should serve.”

DEATH OF SALESMAN 
STILL DEEPLY MOVING 


Superb Arthur Miller Tragedy 
Returns to American— 
Leads Act Well. 


By MYLES STANDISH. 
“Death of a Salesman,” Arthur 
Miller’s superb tragedy of the 
little man, which was first seen 
here in April of last year, re- 
turned to the American Theater 
last night for a week’s run. It 
was a company without “names,” 
which was perhaps reflected in a 
smaller audience than usual. But, 
although several minor roles were 
weak, the central quartet of 
actors played it With all the force 
and high emotion necessary to 


make it deeply moving, a shat- 
tering experience. Willy Loman 
still goes to his death a victim 
of his own illusions, a common 
man who attains stature because 
there are so many of him, the 
failures who can never stop kid- 
ding themselves. But as he is 
dissected by the playwright, the 
gentle ruthlessness is tempered 
by love and by pity, so that Wil- 
ly’s sorry little tale is an im- 
mensely human one; a devastat- 
ing one. 

Duncan Baldwin, doing Willy, 
a role played by such famous 
actors before him as Lee J. Cobb, 
Thomas Mitchell and Paul Muni, 
started off with too much inten- 
sity, but once the crescendoes of 
the drama had mounted to his 
peak, he played quite compell- 
ingly. As Willy’s wife, Sylvia 
Davis had depth and a quiet pow- 
er: her scene where she urges the 
sons not to let their father go to 
his grave “like an old dog” was 
as effective in its evocation of 
compassion as I’ve seen it done. 
Steve Ritch as the desperate and 
bitter Biff, and Ted Jordan as the 
shallow profligate, Happy, were 
both just right. Arthur Tell as 
the kindly neighbor, Charley, was 
adequate up to the end but I 
didn’t think him equal to the 
speech at the grave summing up 
Willy and his dream.

obtained by clarity of design, 
close shading, singing lines and

Contended Confession Was 
Obtained ‘Illegally.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP) — 
The Supreme Court yesterday 
upheld the Nebraska murder con- 
viction of a Mexican citizen. The 
court split 6-2 in rejecting the 
plea of Agaptia Gallegos that his 
confession was obtained during 
25 days of “illegal” detention. 

Gallegos was arrested Sept. 19, 
1948, in El Paso county, Texas, on 
request of immigration authori- 
ties. A statement he gave county 
police there led to the discovery 
of the body of his Mexican wife 
in a grave on a farm near Mina- 
tare, Nebr. He was taken to 
Scotts Bluff county, Nebraska, 
convicted of second-degree mur- 
der and sentenced to 10 years in 
the Nebraska state penitentiary. 

Gallegos contended his deten- 
tion was illegal because he was 
not arraigned promptly after his 
arrest, and because 27 days 
elapsed before an attorney was 
appointed to defend him. 

Justice Reed delivered the ma- 
jority decision, in which Chief 
Justice Vinson and Justices Clark, 
Frankfurter, Jackson and Burton 
concurred. Justice Black wrote a 
dissent in which Justice Bouglas 
joined. Justice Minton took no 
part. 
Justice Reed said for the ma- 
jority that a study of the whole 
case led the court to believe that 
Nebraska had not violated stan- 
dards of decency or justice. 

But Justice Black’s dissent de- 
clared: 

“Americans justly complain 
when their fellow citizens in cer- 
tain European countries are 
pounced upon at will by state po- 
lice, held in jail incommunicado 
and later convicted of crime on 
confessions obtained during such 
incarceration, Yet in part on such 
a confession this court today af- 
firms Nebraska’s conviction of a 
citizen of Mexico who can neither 
read nor understand English.”

Microwave Beams 


Also Could Be Used 


to Relay TV Overseas. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
A system to deflect guided mis- 
siles, detect planes at greater 
distances and relay television pro- 
grams overseas has been patented. 

This method, announced yester- 
day by the Radio Corp. of Amer- 
ica, would combine airborne 
radar, television and microwave 
radio relay beams. 

RCA said all the equipment in- 
volved already has been developed 
and is in use. It said the patent 
on the method was issued to RCA 
Board Chairman David Sarnoff, 
who assigned it to the company. 

The announcement said the 
plan would work this way: 

An enemy’s control signals to a

guided missile could be inter- 
cepted, then identical signals 
could be sent to divert the missile 
from its target. 

To detect planes or guided mis- 
siles, a sulfcession of planes would 
fly along a course with radar 
equipment. A television camera 
in each plane would record the 
radar information. 

Then, by low-power microwave 
relay apparatus, the television 
image would be sent from the 
front plane to the next in line 
and so on back to a central in- 
telligence station or command 
post. 

This same relay system could 
be used to relay television pro- 
grams across seas.

After hearing both sides, the 
judges took the case of Hayes L. 
Combs under advisemenet. This 
may be the first test of the law’s 
validity. 

The new tax requires all gam- 
blers to buy a $50 occupation tax 
stamp and pay 10 per cent on. 
their gross gambling income. The 
law went into effect Nov. 1. | 

Combs applied for the tax stamp 
but refused to answer all ques- 
tions about his business address, 
his employers, his agents or his 
associates on the ground that to 
answer might incriminate him.

Newspaper men do not always meet such “interesting peo- 
ple.” I have met more bores in the prosecution of my pro- 
fession than is met by the average bank president, civic 
worker, or professional salesman of brushes. I have also met 
more crackpots. Some people have a genius for attracting 
them.

IT IS NOT TRUE that all newspaper men dress shabbily 
and drink up all their pay. I have met a flock of teetotallers, 
and some very fancy fashion plates who carry canes and oc- 
casionally wear spats. We are mostly people with mortgages 
and daily dates with the subway or the train to the little hovel 
in the country. Our children catch colds and wear out shoes, 
just like yours. ! 

City editors, as a group, are prone to be a touch queru- 
lous, due to association with reporters, and civic groups who 
demand a banner headline to celebrate Mrs. Blurp’s lawn 
party.

(about 30 olives); two canned 
peeled green chiles (Mexican 
chiles); minced turkey giblets; one 
to two cups turkey stock (from 
cooked giblets depending on how 
hot you like the sauce); paprika; 
2-3 teaspoons kitchen bouquet 
cooked rice. 

Melt butter or margarine in bot- 
tom of Dutch oven. Put in onions, 
parsley, sesame seeds, black pep- 
pers, cinnamon sticks, cloves, salt 
and garlic salt and bay leaf. Ar- 
range turkey halves in the pan, 
cut side down. Pour vinegar and 
sherry over turkey. Sprinkly chili 
powder over turkey. Slice half 
the olives. Cut chiles into thin 
strips. Sprinkle olives and chiles 
over. turkey. Cover tightly and 
simmer one to one and one-half 
(or until tender), turning turkey 
about every 15 minutes. Remove 
turkey to platter and keep warm. 
Sprinkle with paprika. Mash in- 
gredients in pan and press 
through sieve (or grind in blen- 
der). Return to pan. Add stock 
to taste and kitchen bouquet to 
give desired color. Thicken, if 
necessary, with flour mixed to 
paste with a little cold water. Add 
giblets and remaining sliced olives. 
Slice meat from the turkey and 
arrange around outside of plat- 
ter. Piles rice in the center. 
Sprinkle with paprika. Garnish 
with sprigs of parsley. Serve with 
gravy. 

Note: A roasting chicken may 
be used in place of turkey if de- 
sired. Chicken may be jointed 
instead of halved and served in 
pieces instead of slicing. If served 
jointed, brown the pieces lightly 
before cooking. 

If canned hot green chiles are 
not available, increase chili pow- 
der to one to two teaspoons, add- 
ing most of it to the gravy, and 
one-quarter cup green pepper 
strips.

Some- 
times it’s because the roof

dampness is due to the house and 
its furnishings absorbing moisture 
during the damp summer months, 
Unless this dampness is removed 
now it will cause condensation 
on windows and walls when the 
outside weather gets cold. 
One way to remove this excess 
moisture is to give the house a 
good airing out now when the 


_ weather should t2 dry and not 


too cold. The dry air circulating 
through the house ‘ill pick up 
the moisture and carry it ctsice. 
If you can’t get the air to cir- 
culate around on its own, use an 
electric fan and make it go out 
and do you somc good. 
Sometimes you run up against 
a moisture conditio: that can't 
corrected by fresh air and sun- 
shine and what you ure in this 
case is a cehumidifying device— 
either electric or cheruical. These 
gimmicks absorb the moisture out 
of the air and really get the 
inside of the house dry. Once you 
can_ start off with a dry house, 
keeping it that way is relatively 
simple. Use exha ist fans or oper 
windows in the kitchen and bath- 
room to draw the moist air from 
these rooms outdoors and don’t 
hang wet wash to dry indoors. 
Keep down the number of grow- 
ing plants indoors and don’t use 
the humidifier on the heating 
— unless the air becomes too 
ry.

South’s opening three-spade bid 
was quite in order, even under- 
the vulnerability conditions, but 
his five-spade rebid over East’s 
five clubs was inexcusable. He 
had “told his story” on the first 
round; he had nothing to add to 
that story, and since he himself 
had no reason -to double five 
clubs, hig one logical course was 
to pass and leave the whole thing 
up to North. After all, North had 
elected to carry a pre-emptive 
opening bid to game, and so he 
could be depended upon to make 
a good decision about the five 
clubs. In view of North’s spee- 
cific holding, and despite his 
strength and length in spades, he 
probably would have doubled five 
clubs because of his red-suit 
weakness. 

As it happened, South made his 
five-spade contract because both 
of the missing heart honors were 
held by East, thus letting South 
keep his loss in hearts to one 
trick. With the slightest change 
in the red suits, however, South 
might easily have gone down, and 
in any case he gained no great 
victory since the five-club cone 
tract could easily have been de- 
feated 700 points. It goes with- 
out saying that when a player 
must find a favorable position of 
cards for his own contract, but 
can defeat the opponents at. least 
500 points if things are not so 
favorable, the defensive stand be- 
comes best, regardless of vulner- 
ability. 

At match-point play there would 
be some reason for North-South 
to risk a five-spade contract with 
the vulnerability as it was, but at 
rubber bridge, this sort of risk 
was quite illogical.
